North Carolina Farmer Is Killed 
by a Renter and the Mur- 
Monee.

Rutherfordton, N. C., August 28.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Miles: H. -Flack, ex-state represent- 
ative, was shot and instantly killed at 
his plantation at 9 o’clock this morning, 
near Forest City, seven miles from here, 
by his negro renter, Avery Millis. Mills 
was quickly arrested and almost as quick- 
ly taken from the officass while on the 
way to jail, carried 100 yards from the 
main road and riddled with bullets by a 
mob of about twelve, though there were 
fifty or more followers. 

Flack and his son went to the farm 
this morning to pull fodder. They were 
halted by Mills, who said they had 
threatened to shoot his wife about some 
fruit being taken from _ the- orchard.

Flack, the ball entering just below the 
heart.

DEATH DUE TO-A FILIPINO BULLET 


APTAIN FRANK F. CRENSHAW, 
(* company A,’ Twenty-eighth United 

States volunteer infantry, died yes- 
terday morning at the El.4%n-Cooper san- 
itarium, in this city, from the effects 
of a wound received while fighting in the 
Philippine islands on June 5th. 

Captain Crenshaw reached Atlanta last 
Thursday, having come across the con- 
tinent.to receive treatment for his wound. 
He was operated upon last Saturday at 
the Elkin-Cooper sanitarium, but -even 
at that time there was little hope of 
saving his life. Sunday his condition had 


hope that he would recover. Monday 
morning, however, he had grown much 
worse, and although he rallied some-' 
what during the afternoon, his condition 
was very{fprecaftous. 4 

Late Monday night! ft*was seen thit the 
gallant young officer was dying. ‘Every- 
thing that surgery and nursing could ‘do 
had been performed. His case was hope- 
less. During: the early morning hours’ 
he continued sinking &nd his death at 
7:30 o'clock yesterday morning was ap- 
parently painless. 

The friends of the deceased officer are

He had been rec- 
ommended for promotion and the papers 
which would have made him a major were 
in course of preparation at the time 
of his death. 

The announcement of his demise yes- 
terday morning caused deep sorrow in 
Atlanta, as he had many friends here, 
and by all of them was loved and ad- 
mired.

In 1890 he married Miss 
Julia Eppinger, of Pike county, and she 
and their four children survive him.

BOTHA MAY BE MAKING 
A LAST DESPERATE STAND 


New York, August 28.—Lord Roberts's 
dispatches announce what many people 
here take to be the beginning of the 
last stage of the south African campaign, 
says a London correspondent. 

The commander-in-chief held a council 
of war with his Meutenants on Saturday, 
and on Sunday began a general attack 
on General Botha’s Iintrenched position, 
on which no impression had been made. 
Lord Roberts reports that the Boers are 
making a-most determined resistance. 
Some think this is really Botha’s last 
stand and that if defeated here he will 
be completely crushed. 

Lord Roberts's superiority in numbers 
is so great that he may probably attempt 
to work right around the Boers and 
drive them from their position by menac- 
ing their line of retreat. 

To judge from preyious experience it is 
unlikely that the Boers would stay long 
enough to permit the maneuver to be 
accomplished. Meanwhile the Boers are 
themselves busy in endeavoring to raid 
Lord Roberts’s line of communications 
both in the Orange river colony and in- 
Natal. 

To judge by the fact that heavy re-en- 
forcements have been ordered to prepare 
to embark for south Africa in the next 
few days{ the British war office does 
not believe that warlike operations are 
drawing to a close. 


MYSTERY IN ESSEN’S DEATH. 


Police Not Satisfied with Stridiron’s 
Story. 

New York, August 28—Harold Stridiron, 
of Chicago, who says he was shot twice 
by John H. Essen in the Vendome hotel, 
in this city yesterday, was still alive and 
conscious today.

Admirals Gathered in Chinese 
Waters Not Inclined To 
Trust Statesman, 


WOULD BE VALUABLE IF HELD 


Government Has in the Past Repudi- 
ated the Old Man’s Work, and 
It May Be That the Past 
Will Be Repeated in 
This Instance. 


: By Jos: Ohl. 
Washington, August 28.—(Special.)}—The 
status of Li Hung Chang is, from all 
that can be gathered, one of the chief 
points discussed in the notes that are 
passing between the different govern- 
ments whose forces are acting together in 
China and it was because of a difference 
of opinion between the representatives 
of different governments on the ground 
that the matter was taken up by this gov- 
ernment and through its ministers abroad 
laid before the other powers. The re- 
port of Admiral Courrejolles sent to Paris 
and cabled from there this afternoon 
seems to bethe first acknowledgment 
from an official source that this difference 
of opinion exists. 

His statement that a council of the 
admirals has decided to hold Li Hung 
Chang on board ship until the open- 
ing of negotiations between the pow- 
ers and China seems to send a ray of 
light to pierce the clouds of rumor. _ 

There is a tendency on the part of 
some of the government officials to make 
it appear that this is all an old story 
growing out of a similar. agreement made 
by the admirals at Taku at the time Li 
was expected to go that way to Pekin. 


That was_when hostilities were still at 


an acute stage and an edict had been 
issued appointing LA viceroy of Pechill 
province with orders to conduct the de- 
fense of the capital city against the fore 
eigners. At that time the other adml- 
rals agreed to hold Li, but the American 
admiral declined to become a party to 
such a programme, because he believed 
that the earl’s presence at Pekin would 
be conducive to peace, 
As a Guarantee of Good Faith. 

It ts known that all these things did 
occur at that time, but there is a good 
deal of evidence to indicate that Admiral 
Remey has, since last Thursday, reported 
that the other naval commanders were 
still of the same mind with regard to the 
foxy Chinese statesman and that they 
propose holding him as a sort of guaran- 
tee of good faith if he arrives at Taku, 
It was this information from Remey that 
influenced, in some degree, the recent 
instructions sent to the American diplo- 
matic representatives abroad and replies 
to which have been received. There is 
still, it is understood, quite a wide di- 
vergence of opinion between the govern- 
ments-on the subject of Li, and the state 
department is endeavoring to straigliten 
things out through the foreign offices of 
the other governments. While the an- 
nouncement of his appointment as peace 
envoy seems to have been straight enough 
some of the governments have expressed 
a desire to vise his credentials before say- 
ing that they will agree to negotlate with 
him. It is recalled that at the time of 
the war with Japan Li professed to have 
full power as envoy, but it was discov- 
ered before things had proceeded very 
far that nothing he did would be regard- 
ed as binding by the Chinese government 
unless approved by the emperor him- 
self, 

There was much criticism of him at 
the time and on account of that ex- 
perience some of the other govern- 
ments are inclined to think it would 
now be just as well to have Li remain 


‘as the guest of the admirals until the 


time came for the peace negotiations. 

In one respect, however, this looks like 
counting chickens before they are hatch- 
ed. for so far as anybody here knows, Li 
is not at Taku. Indeed, neither this gov- 
ernment nor the Chinese minister has any 
definite information as to his whereabouts. 
Consul Goodnow, at Shanghai, was given 
special instructions to keep the govern- 
ment posted on the old man’s movements 
and nothing has been heard from Good- 
now as to his departure from Shanghai. 
In his messages to the different govern- 
ments he stated that upon their accept- 
ance of peace overtures he would start 
north to Pekin; but it is not thought 
that he has left Shanghai or if he has 
he has probably takén some overland 
route that would taxe’*him to Pekin di- 
rect. 

Russian Stories Not Credited. 

Today's report from 8t. Petersburg of

“No one will know about that dividend,’’ 
he said, ‘‘until the directors meet and 
decide upon it. While the gross earn- 
ings of the Central railway were very 
large during the fiscal year ending June 
30th, the expenses of the company were 
also large for the same period.’’ 


It is evident that those interested in 
Central affairs expect a dividend of at 
least 3 per cent on the first preferred in- 
comes, and one gentleman who is in 
close touch with the financial affairs of 
Savannah said that he fully expected it 
to reach 3% per cent. There has been 
some activity in these bonds during the 
past several months on account of an 
expected dividend of at least 3 per cent 
and if it does not reach that figure there 
will be many disappointments. The divi- 
dend of 1899 on these bonds was only 2 
per cent, caused by the heavy expenses 
to which the company had been put, and 
in 1898 it was 2% per cent. 


NEGRO BRAKEMAN IS KILLED. 


Train in Macon Yards 
Crushes Out a Life. 


Macon, Ga., August 28.—(Special.)—Sea- 
born Davis, a negro switchman employed 
in the yards of the Central railroad at 
Macon, was run over and killed in the 
Atlanta division yard this morning at 5 
o’clock. The coroner’s jury said that Da- 
vis came to his death by being run 
over by cars of the Central of Georgia 
railway while in the discharge of his 
duty. When he met his death he was 
uncoupling cars. The switch engine had 
been drilling some cars about the yard 
making up a train and had a string of 
box and flat cars that was being ‘“‘kick- 
ed.’” Davis endeavored to uncouple some 
box cars from some flats, but the pin 
would not loosen and in order to get at 
it better he got on the flat car and 
leaned over. Finally he got the pin loose 
and signaled the engineer, who ‘‘kicked’’ 
the cars. Davis lost his balance, fall- 
ing over the flat car and under the wheels 
of the box car, his arm, chest, shoulder 
and skull being crushed, and he died 
instantly. |

A MILLION SPECTATORS 


Chicago Welcomes the Men Who 
Fought for the Union. 


OLD COMRADES MEET ONCE MORE 


Commander Shaw Pronounced Parade 
the Finest in the History of the 
Veteran Organization. 


Chicago, August 28.—For four and a half 
hcurs today the thinning ranks of the 
Grand Army of the Republic passed in re- 
view before the leaders and before prob- 
ably a million spectators, packed in al- 
most -a solid mass along the four miles 
of the lines of the parade. It marked 
the climax of the thirty-fourth annual en- 
campment and was, according to Com- 
mander in Chief Shaw, the greatest pa- 
rade since that day in Washington, when 
the hundreds of thousands of veterans, 
the most powerful army,gn earth, march- 
ed in review to their fina’ disbandment. 

Probably 30,000 members of the army 
of veterans took part in the parade, For 
exactly four hours and twenty minutcs. 
they filed past the reviewing stand, sa- 
luting as they marched by, General Nel- 
son A. Miles, Commander in Chief Shaw, 
Mayor Harrison, General Daniel E. 
Sickles, General Joe Wheeler, speaker 
Henderson, the Spanish minister, duke 
G@’Arcos and others.

to confront these various departments. 

“Our territory embraces the southern 
states and Indian Territory. The firms 
of wholesale grocers alone number near- 
ly 700. Their employees, men directly 
under their control, number at least 7,- 
000. Every wholesale merchant is inter- 
ested in production, manufacture, trans- 
portation, banking, insurance, laws and 
in general in the whole question of distri- 
bution to the consumer. It has seemed 
therefore advisable to us to accept this 
responsibility and to offer our services in 
a @& thoughtful opinions of others as 
well 
seeking how to permanently better the 
interests of all. 

“Thoughtful men of every calling are 
invited to co-operate with us in this gen- 
eral effort. It will be our pornose and 
endeavor to keep it out of the entangle- 
ment of party lines, and as far as pos- 
sible, away from the distraction of par- 
ty war cries. Nevertheless, much scope 
must be allowed in expressing views as 
to the causes which at present seem to 
disturb these different spheres of action, 
and to raise in the minds of so many 
people such strenuous objections to much 
of the present manner of manufacturing, 
transportation and distributing.

But One Session of the Lodge Was

Detroit, August 2%.—The military divi- 
sion of the order of Knights of Pythias 
held its biennial parade this afternoon 
and the vast crowds that witnessed the 
inspiring pageant gave enthusiastic ap- 
proval all along the line of march. 

Nine thousand uniformed and helmeted 
Knights and musicians marched in rapid 
and orderly manner over the route of five 
miles. and were officially reviewed first 
by Supreme Chancellor Sample and be- 
fore dismissal by Major General Carna- 
han, commander of the uniformed rank. 
One British flag was seen in the parade, 
carried by the Canadian contingent above 
their Pythian banner. 

The parade organized at Camp Pin- 
gree. Major General Carnahan rode at 
the head. mounted on Governor Pingree’s 
splendid chestnut riding horse, and fol- 
lowed by his staff of forty mounted offi- 
cers. Indiana had the right of the line 
and her five regiments made an imposing 
appearance. Following came the brigades 
and regiments from Illinois, Wisconsin, 
Virginia, District of Columbia, Georgia, 
Minnesota, Connecticut, New Hampshire, 
Rhode Island. Michigan, New Brunswick, 
New York, Pennsylvania, West Virginia, 
Massachusetts, Kentucky, California, 
Ohio. Missouri and Kansas and the Ca- 
nadian battalions, with numerous small- 
er commands attached to brigades from 
other states than thetr own. 

One of the novel features was. a. troop 
6f mounted cavalry from St. Joseph, Mo., 
equipped in regulation cavalry style. An- 
other was the Wheeling, W. Va., battery 
of artillery. with guns, caissons and ac- 
coutrements.

Off Boston Harbor Yesterday 
Afternoon and Most Satis- 
factory Results Are 
Realized. 


Boston, August 28.—There is a new 
queen of the American navy, the United 
States battleship Alabama, which today 
won the title in one of the most magnifi- 
cent speed trials yet held in the history 
of the navy. Her average speed ‘for four 
hours’ continuous steaming was seven- 
téen knots, a figure not quite as high as 
that made by the Iowa, but notable from 
the fact that it gave an idea of the yet 
undeveloped power in this latest product 
of American ship builders. 

The Alabama was built by the Cramps 
at Philadelphia, and while of the first 
class, she is unlike any of the earlier 
creations both architecturally and as a 
fighting machine. Built under a contract 
that required at least an average speed 
of sixteen knots per hour, she has been 
turned out to do seventeen knots, or bet- 
ter, under conditions that will not be 
termed extra. | 

The Iowa, when she left her builders’ 


hands in 1897, was officially recorded at 
1.4. Her speed trial was made under 
the very best possible conditions. After

Attending the Gathering of 
Farmers at Raleigh—All 
Cotton States Are- 
Represented. 


Raleigh, N. C., August 28.—The com- 
missioners of agriculture of the cotton 
states held their opening session today 
in the new auditorium of the agricultu- 
ral department. 

Governor Russell welcomed the visitors 
on behalf of the state. He said it was 
always a pleasure to him to welcome 
any one to the state, and he especially 
welcomed any people or association which 
had for its object the Betterment of the 
farmers, who were the basis of pros- 
perity. The welfare of the farmer was 
the welfare of all. 

Years ago, he said, the farmers be- 
lieved that cotton was king and endeay- 
ored to subject! the world to the idea by 
the raw material, but fhey had learned 
that for cotton to be king they must 
manufaeture it in the section in which it 
is grown, as they are now doing. In- 
stead of selling it at 6 cents, as then, 
they are now sending it out as a man- 
ufactured product worth 20 cents a pound. 

Professor White Responds, 

Professor H. C. White, of the Univer- 
sity of Georgia, responded in a happy 
manner to the address of welcome. He 
stated that the association was confined 
to the commissioners of agriculture of 
the cotton states, not on account of 
sectionalism, but on account of the com- 
mon interest with which these commis- 
sioners had to deal. The agricultural 
department in many of the states had 
joined with the scientists to further the 
interests of the agriculiturists. He re- 
ferred to the achievements made by 
North Carolina and the progressive spir- 
it which today is alive in the industrial 
sphere. 

Among those attending are President 
O. B. Stevens, commissioner of agricul- 
ture of Georgia; Hon. J. A. Redhead, 
commissioner of agriculture of Missis- 
sippi; Professor H. C. White, of the Uni- 
versity of Georgia; John M. McCandless, 
of Georgia; Colonel R. J. Redding, of 
the Georgia experiment station; Colonel 
Robinson, of Louisiana; Commissioner J. 
W. Lee, of Alabama, and Assistant Com- 
missioner Frank Hill, of Louisiana; Sec- 
retary Royal Daniel, of Atlanta. 


President 0. B. Steveus Speaks. 


At the afternoon meeting the reports 
of the president, O. B. Stevens, and of 
the secretary, Royal Daniels, were read. 

Commissioner Stevens said, in part: 

“The improved condition of southern 
farmers, reported at our last meeting, 
continues with some additional better- 
ment. This is especially true of the 
farmers of Georgia, who have harvested 
more wheat this year than in any year 
since 1865; more, it is claimed, than in 
any other three years since the civil 
war. More attention, too, has been paid 
to raising supplies of meat, and many a 
smokehouse, filled with ham, bacon and 
sausage from hogs fed and slaughtered 
at home, proclaims the southern farm- 
er’'s growing independence of the pack- 
ing houses of the west. The peach 
orchards of Georgia have this year been 
a very helpful factor in that state. Al- 
though the crop, as a whole, did not 
prove as remunerative as early indica- 
tions promised, yet the money which it 
put into circulation was of great benefit 
during the dull season. It paid many 
thousands of dollars to laborers employ- 
ed in gathering, packing, canning and 
shipping the fruit. The total number of 
car loads shipped this season from Geor- 
gia will not be far short of 2,500. 

“One thing that makes the outlook bet- 
ter still is the certainty of another short 
cotton crop, which promises even better 
profits during the coming season. There 
seem@ to be good reason for the hope 
that The all-cotton craze of 1898 will not 
again seize the farmers of the south, 
who, from sad experience, should know 
that the thing of greatest importance is 
to raise, first of all, food supplies, and 
cultivate their cotton within a profitable 
limit. Our export and import trade for 
the year closing June W, 1900, was the 
largest ever known. This is due mainly 
to the increase in exports of manufact- 
ured goods for the domestic. products, 
breadstuffs, provisions, cotton and miin- 
eral oils exported, the value of which 
was %$765,361,798, while above that ef the 
previous twelve months, is below that 


of 1897 and 1898, when our export of do-

we received $241,666,165 for our cotton, or 
$32,053,321 more than for the previous year, 
although we shipped over 2,000,000 bales 
less. The farmers got more for a short 
crop than they would have received for 
a large one, and it is needless to point 
out that the cost of harvesting, market- 
ing and shipping the crop was materially 
reduced. This is on the right line. Our 
people should always so manage as to 
have the balance of trade in our favor. 
The wonderful progress made by the 
south in cotton manufacturing still con- 
tinues. According to figures collected by 
The Boston Textile World the north had 
in 1890 exactly 12,721,341 spindles, while the 
south had 1,828,982. Now the north has 
15,242,554 spindles, while the south has 
5,815,429. The increase in the south for the 
last decade is, therefore; 217 per cent, and 
for the north 19.8 per cent. South Caro- 
lina comes third in the union, after Mas- 
sachuetts and Rhode Island, with 1,794,647 
spindles; North Carolina is fourth, with 
1,429,540 spindles; New Hampshire fifth, 
with 1,343,923, and Georgia sixth, with 
1,218,504. 
The South’s Possibilities. 


The possibilities of the soil and climate 
of the south are such that ours ought to 
be the richest section of the union. Con- 
sidering the overwhelming disasters that 
weré the outcome of the great civil war, 
and the difficulties that have beset our 
people since its close, the farmers of the 
south have done well. For their long and 
heroic struggle of thirty-five years, and 
for the difficulties which they have over- 
come they deserve all praise. But the 
success of some up-to-date southern 
farmers, where the best methods have 
been employed, has been hardly less phe- 
nomenal. This is a day of progress on all 
lines, The farmer cannot afford to be be- 
hind the manufacturer. Old methods 
must give way to better and newer ones. 
When some enterprising farmer provés 
that soil of a certain kind can be made 
to produce forty, fifty and over sixty 
bushels of wheat to the acre, and with a 
largely increased profit, after deducting 
the necessary expense of bringing his 
land up to such a state of productiveness, 
no other farmer with a good soil should 
be satisfied to pursue old methods, or be 
content with a yield or from ten to 
fifteen bushels to the acre. Let us hope 
for active, vigorous, persistent competi- 
tion on this line among all the farmers of 
thea south. A friendly rivalry will do 
much to increase our agricultural prod- 


ucts, and build up the wealth of our sec-") 


tion. In nearly all sections of the cotton 
states the greater proportion of the beef 
and butter consumed in our towns comes 
from the north and west. So long as this 
is the case, there will be an urgent call 
for improvement. 

In view of the fact that the per capita 
production of the farmers of the south is 
only $177, while in New England it is $317, 
and in the west $519, we venture the sug- 
gestion that there must be something ‘tn 
our system which needs improvement, 
Might not some changes in our farming 
methods bring about the raising of more 
grain and grasses, more vegetables and 
fruit, more and better beef cattle, more 
milk, butter and cheese, more pigs and 
sheep, more ready money in the pockets 
of our farmers, more prosperity to the 
agricultural classes; hence more plenty, 
contentment and happiness amohg all

“Active. continuous. intelligent super- 


vision of all the labor on the farm is 
necessary to success. Every farmer 
should keep an account with his land, 
charging it up with all that it costs him, 
and giving it credit for all that it pays. 
The same business methods which make 
the successful merchant or manufacturer 
will make the successful farmer. No 
bank stock or railroad shares, city, state 
or government bonds will pay such heavy 
interest on the investment as a well man- 
aged farm.”’

Secretary James A. Wilson, of the de- 
partment of agriculture, tonight deliv- 
ered an address before the body. 

Secretary Wilson said there was no agri- 
cultural product that the department of 
agriculture makes greater effort to re- 
port upon accurately than the cotton 
crop. Detailing the organization of this 
service, he pointed out that there were 
in all 7.000 regular correspondents in the 
cotton growing states. Largely as the re- 
sult of the special measures put in oper- 
ation. the department was able last De- 
cember to publish an estimate of the 
crop that has proven to be within one- 
tenth of 1 per cent of the figures shown 
by its subsequent movement.

fact, not political, should be ignored in any reasonable and sensible dis 
cussion of the past or the future of the race. 

The truth is that politics has been the great stumbling block in the 


way of the negroes. 


Immediately on their emancipation, the republican 


carpet-baggers, forerunners of the delectable brood now operating in Cuba 
and Porto Rico, plunged them into politics—led them out into deep water 
and left them there to drown, or struggle to shore as best they could. 
For all the riot, confusion and cruel wrongs that have followed, the re- 

~publican fools and fanatics who rose to view during the reconstruction pe- 
riod are directly and personally responsible. 

The great body of republican voters at the north have never had any 
interest whatever in the negro. Abraham Lincoln had already told them 
that emancipation was a side issue, that if he could preserve the union by 
guaranteeing not to interfere with slavery he would do it. 

The responsibility for all the wrongs the negroes have suffered since 
the war rests upon the ferocious pigmies who seized the republican organ-

fhe landed property of the south, in 


which “loyal” republican negroes 


were to receive forty acres, a mule and a year’s provisions. They were to 


be “the wards of the nation,” and whatever public 


or private grievance 


they had it was to be settled by the “nation.” 

Out of this sort of stuff all the trouble has grown. Even intelligent ne- 
groes were led to believe that it was unnecessary for them to make any 
special exertion toward bettering their condition; all that was to be 
looked after by the “nation.” Thousands of remedies have been suggested 
for the improvement of the race and for the settlement of what is called 


the race problem, and the discussion has been 


interminable. Men in all 


parts of the north who know no more about the condition of the negroes 
than they do about the personal and family history of the petrified man 
now on exhibition in Boston, have filled the newspapers and the maga- 
zines with their senseless delusions; but in the midst of it all, and in spite 
of it, a very large contingent of negroes, taking their future in their own 
hands, have become moderately prosperous. They have worked their way 
from the smallest beginnings, just as a majority of the white men have 
done, by industry and thrift, ~ntil they have aequired a knack of getting 
on. They have been setting a mighty example to théir race, and out of this 
contingent has arisen a leader of whose gifts and acquirements any man 
of any race might have reason to be proud. We refer of course to Bookcur 
Washington, principal of Tuskegee institute, who has set himself to the 
task of running counter to the views and suggestions of the republican pol- 
iticians, white and black, and who is preaching to his race the doctrine 
that there is no color line in industry, thrift, honesty and self-respect; 
that it is character and not color that commands the confidence and esteem 
of those whose good will is worth having. 

This doctrine is as old as man: it is fundamental; but Booker Wash- 
ington’s treatment and application of it gives it a new significance. It is 
so simple and commonplace that it is no wonder it has been overlooked 
by negroes whose whole object and ambition is to hold some petty office 


under a republican administration. 


We quite agree with The Boston Herald that all that has happened 
during the past thirty-odd years was intended to happen. In such large 
and momentous movements providence does not go awry. It has been a 


part of the discipline necessary for the race, just as slavery was,

There is nothing to prevent the negroes from winning success in the 
south if only northern ignoramuses will let them alone, and cease to dis- 
cuss-a situation which they do not understand and with which they ecan- 
not really sympathize. We have no doubt that every southern state could 
make as large a showing of prosperous negro business men as the Boston 
convention assembled together; for it is worthy of note that while the 
politicians have been howling—while the lowest element of the negro race 
has been inviting short shrift—large numbers of negroes have been engaged 
in winning success in all the avenues of trade and business.

THE LAST CONGRESS, WITH 
PRESIDENT McKINLEY AT ITS

The government now consists of a 
president who is not bound by consti- 
tutional limitations. This forms the 
essence of the issue in the present 
campaign—whether the president is 
above, or subject to, the constitution. 
The republican method of holding Por- 
to Rico and the Philippines as mere 
vassal possessions is but the occasion 
which is to mark the parting of the 
ways—between the republic of the fa- 
thers and the empire of the syndicated 
trusts. Under the old and democratic 
rule, the presence of a United States 
army in the Philippines could mean 
but one of two things—either annexa- 
tion under the constitution, and or- 
ganization into states, if feasible, or 
aid in the establishment of a new and 
friendly republic, under the best terms 
possible. Mr. Bryan opposes the satrap 
in the Philippines, but does not oppose 
ican governmental principles. In this 


he does not stand for himself, but for 
the democratic masses, which could 
not be stampeded to any other view. 

When Judge Hunt asks why the Fil- 
ipinos did not do as the Cubans did, if 
they desired to be treated likewise, he 
probably thinks he has seored a point. 
The bubble must be burst, however 
reluctant we may Be to perform the 
task. The Filipinos, like the Cubans, 
were in rebellion against Spanish au- 
thority. Aguinaldo was taken back to 
the Philippines by Admiral Dewey, 
and however much we may try to gloss 
it over. became the land ally of the 
fleet. Subsequently he was treated as 
an enemy, refused official recognition 
for negotiation and scorned by a gov- 
ernment to which he owed allegiance 
neither by act of nature or of selection. 
In the case of Cuba there was both offl- 
cial recognition and negotiation. The 
United States government through 
formal commission treated with Gen- 
eral Gomez while yet at the head of 
armed men. Three million dollars in 
pension money, prorated in recogni- 
tion of official rank, was paid before 
this band scattered, and even after 
this General Gomez was officially rec- 
ognized until by his own act he re- 
tired. 

Why did not the United States gov- 
ernment act in the same way toward 
Aguinaldo? The conditions were alike 
and there is ‘no ground upon which 
can be based a declaration that the 
palicy successful with Gomez would not 
have been equally successful with 
Aguinaldo. Every reason existed for 
both men to be friendly, and the last 
eighteen months in the Philippines, 
voted to recuperation.

Whenever the flag is to wave over 
new territory, let it be known, open 
and above board, that it is the flag of 
the constitution and not merely the 
emblem of some irresponsible military 
chieftain.

Fulton County’s Tax Rate. 

Fulton taxpayers would enjoy a re- 
duction of the rate about as well as 
those of any other county in the state. 

There is a suspicion abroad that they 
may not enjoy this pleasure. on the 
}ground that the county can find plenty 
use for the extra money. One of the 
leading reasons—in fact,the controlling 
reason—why folks hide out property 
values is because of the readiness of 
publie officerg to fing use for all the 
money which can be collected. It is 
the usual custom, whenever largely 
increased property is developed, to ex- 
pand the expenditures so as to cover 
the possible receipts. Fulton county. 
for instance, may need some new 
things, but there is not a taxpayer on 
the list but who has more pressing 
needs.

Fulton county main- 
tains a large and expensive system, for 
Objects 90 per cent of which are also 
under care of the city of Atlanta. The 
city forming almost wholly the county, 
and every day lessening the margin 
between the two, taxes the people.

Editor Constitution—The late Judge Cincin- 
natus Peeples, whose friends remember as & 


I was quite a young man and just admitted ta 
the bar, that the effect of an argument often 
depended ‘‘not so much on what was said as 
on who said it.’’ 

' ‘Reading Mr. Bryan's speech of acceptance, 
‘and afterwards the many comments on it by 
both press and people, 1 thought of what 
Judge Peeples said, for it is singular that all 
the favorable comments that I have seen, while 
Very eulogistic, are so in general terms, and 


appointing, for since Mr. Bryan has ‘been tell- 
ing people everywhere that our country paid 
$2.50 ahead for Fillpnos, I have not expected 
much in the shape of a solid or candid argu- 
ment from him. Only a few days since, in his 
own town of Lincoln, he made in a speech @ 
statement which he had made before, and which 
he had had time to repent of, as follows: 

‘The republican party, which was not will- 
ing that a black man should be sold for $1,000, 
now claims that a Filipino can be bought far 
$2.50. The principle is exactly the same. 
(Great applause.) 

That statement of Mr. Bryan's was based on 
the payment of $20)000,000 to Spain for the 
Philippine islands by the treaty of Paris. He 
further said: ‘’This nation has no more right, 
as a nation, to claim ownership of 8,000.‘ 
Filipinos than one man has the right to claim 
ownership of another man.’’ This argurnent 
of his means that sovereignty, or the right to 
maintain law and order, carries with it owner- 
ship of the persons for whom laws are made 
and enforced. Hence, it follows, all people 
subject to government are slaves. Mr. Bryan 
‘knows that the treaty of Paris was not a 
party measure, for it was favored by two- 
thirds of the senate, and he admits he ad- 
vised its ratification. The policy of this gov- 
ernment in dealing with its new dependency is 
the outcome of the treaty of Paris. That treaty 
is the law of the land, and to enforce law is 
the duty of the Agnerican people, regardless 
of party. Opposition to it now means nothing 
less than discredit to American honor and en- 
couragement of resistance to American effort 
to restore ofder and establish law in legally 
acquired American territory—territory ae- 
quired by treaty, the ratification of which Mr. 
Bryan went out of his way to advise. For my 
part I do not intend to agree, in the face of 
all evidence to the contrary, that the Amert- 
can people, or even any respectable political 
party in America is capable of making vassals 
and slaves of the Filipinos, or that the Amer- 
ican people or any respectable political party 
in my country are aiders and abettors in any 
scheme of conqust. I am not apologizing for 
the republican. party. The Philippine policy is 
not the policy of the republican party alone; 
Mr. Bryan does that party entirely too mucn 
honor in giving it so much credit. Yet, on ‘he 
strength of what has been done, and well done, 
and on what is about to be done, and ought to 
have been done in the Philippines, Mr. Bryan 
bases his speech of acceptance, contending 
that the whole thing means conquest, and that 
this country is bent on a deliberate scheme 
tending inevitably toward imperialism, And 
to justify this contention, he inquires: ‘‘Why 
do we not treat the Filipinos as we treat the 
Cubans?’’ It never occurred to him to ask, 
“Why do the Filipinos not treat the Amert- 
cans as the Cubans do?’’ It may be doubtful 
whether we have a right to remain so long 
with an army in Cuba, where peace prevails, 
but the Cubans seem to have faith In Amert- 
can institutions, and believe we will treat them 
right. They have not turned on their deliy- 
erers with shot and shell, as the Filipinos did 
and are now doing. Mr. Bryan and his friends 
say it is our promise that contents the Cu- 
bans and keeps them docile, and that we should 
promise the Filipinos the same, and then the 
insurrection will end. This is a simple sur- 
mise, nothing more. We all have a right to 
surmise, but who but Mr. Bryan would make 
a ‘‘paramount question’’ opt of a surmise? A 
perfectly warranted surmise with regard to the 
attitude of confidence displayed by the Cubans 
is that they have faith in our government, 
whether it makes any formal pledge or not. A 
far older democrat and abler man than Mr. 
Bryan—a man af whom America is proud, re- 
Bardiess of party, I mean Senator Morgan— 
believes our country will do right in the ab- 
sence of a pledge, for he says: 

“In the absence of a pledge such as was in- 
eorporated in our declaration of war with 
Spain respecting Cwba, our government is 
still under a recognized moral obligation te 
guarantee to its dependency the benefits of re- 
publiean constitutional government, to be en- 
joyed independently or in the union of states, 
as we may see fit. This obligation, 
on our national self-respect, has not been 
disregarded, and never will be; and those who 
indulge suspicious against the power of the 
republic, as to our intentions, or nervous ap- 
prehensions that the constitution is being vio- 
lated in oyr dealings with Cuba or the Philip- 
pines are whistaken in our history and rail 
against the wovernment without just cause.’’ 

Mr. Bryan ignores such men as Senator 
Morgan, and pays so little respect to the intel- 
ligent public as to presume that they will join 
him in an unceasing tirade against expansion, 
and that he can denominate as the “‘paramount’”’ 
question the effort of America to restore cor- 
der in its legally acquired possessions, by suv- 
pressing the most groundless’ insurrection 
known to history. He says the democratic 
platform authorizes -him to make this the 
paramount question. Yes, but it must be re- 
membered that since 1896 there has been but 
one democratic candidate for president 
from the outset has been making 
speeches assuming that this coun- 
try was on the high road to impe- 
rialism. The masses were indifferent, and did 
not take this as a serious matter, for they 
knew that the tendency all over the world, 
even in monarchies, is more Hberty for the 
people. In our country, where they vote and 
make our laws and shape our policy, 
not troubled about imperialism. So the whole 
thing went by default at Kansas City, and 
imperialism, the bogie hatched from the mare's 
nest discovered by Bryan was put in the p lat- 
form and is now gravely held up by him as 
a thing of terror to frighten the American 
people as so many credulous children. Any 
demoerat has a right to protest against this 
senseless issue being thrust on a great histeric 
party as a paramount issue, merely because 
Mr. Bryan, at the expense of the greatest and 
mast glaring personal inconsistency, wishes it 
done. 

But Mr. Bryan is entitled to some credit. 
While there may be no foundation, in reason, 
for Mr. Bryan's ‘‘paramount’’ question, credit 
is due him for being positive and unequivocal. 
He plainly says: ‘‘If elected, I shall convene 
congress soon as I am inaugurated and rec- 
ommend an immediate @eclaration of the na- 
tion's purposes, first, to establish a stable 
form of government. * * *® * Second, to 
give independence to the Filipinos. Third, to 
protect the Filfpinos, etc.’’ 

His first and third recommendation would he 
entirely superfiuous, for the government is al- 
ready engaged in trying to establish a stable 
form of government, and is seeking to pro- 
tect the Filipinos against usurpers and dicta- 
tors, as weli as against outsiders, and this it 
is doing in spite of discouragement in our own 
land. He does not hold out the 
faintest hope -—itthat congress will pay 
the least respect to his recommendation, 
for it is known that the political complexion 
of the higher branch of congress is fixed for 
at least four years to come, the republicans 
being in the majority, and that many deme- 
cratic senators are not in sympathy with Mr. 
Bryan’s policy of contraction. The house is 
against him now, and no one can tell how it 
will be after fhe election. Mr. Bryan has a 
perfect right to ask ’ ’ of American 
voters to enter inte a contest for the purpose 
of giving him an opportunity to make a rec- 
ommendation, but it is rather an unreasonable 
request to make at a time when things are 
moving on smoothly in all respects. O Say 
that the privilege of making an idle recommen- 
dation is a paramount question, is to draw 
rather too heavily on the credulity of almost 
anybody. The truth is, an analysis of that 
paramount issue places the democratic party 
in such a farcical plight that very few of its 
members wish to come prominently out on 
the stage of action, as was evidenced by the 
difficulty at Kansas City of procuring a run- 
ning mate for Mr. Bryan. 

We should not stop here in giving Mr. Bryan 
credit. He is telling the people, and he has al- 
ways done so, to vote as their conscience dic- 
tates.

A new date is now proposed for the 
municipal primary. There is a strong 
sentiment in favor of holding the primary 
for city offices on November 6th, the date 
of the presidential election, and the local 
polticians are apparently in favor of the 
change. vice 

The movement to change the date of 
the primary from October 5th to October 
8d has met with considerable opposition 
from the Hebrews of Atlanta. 

So strong is their opposition and so 
zealous have they been in their attempts 
to defeat the movement that at the pres- 
ent time it appears the voting for candi- 
dates for city offices will not occur on Oc- 
tober 3d. 

It is probable that the city executive 
committee will meet next Saturday after- 
noon for the purpose of discussing this 
and other matters, and the question will 
at that time be definitely decided. Next 
Saturday also Colonel W. T. Moyers, 
chairman of the city executive commit- 
tee, will appoint the sub-committee, to 
which will be given powers to conduct 
the primary. 

It is not certain that the committee will 
meet next Saturday, but Colonel Moyers 
stated yesterday afternoon that he 
thought he would call the meeting for 
that day. He has just returned to At- 
lanta, after an absence of several days, 
and is not yet certain that all members 
of the executive committee are in the 


election. 

“This certainly is reason sufficient; but 
fearing that same shrewa and.unscrupur 
lous politician with an ax to grind may 
argue that to consolidate these two eiec- 
tions which occur 80 nearly together 
would be in the interest of the people, I 
would propose that the city primary be 
postponed until] November 6th, when the 
national election occurs. Do not under- 
stand that I advocate any change of 
dates: on the contrary, I am opposed to 
any change, but if a change must be 
made so as to eliminate one of the dates. 
in that event, I hope the date of the city 
primary will be changed to the 6th of 
Novenmiber. 

“Tt have written Colonel W. T. Moyers, 
chairman of the city executive commit- 
tee, urging that gentleman to protect the 
franchise of the Jews of Atlanta and I 
believe that Colonel Moyers will be sus- 
tained in such an effort by every falir- 
minded man in this city.

NEBRASKAN OPENS HIS COURT, 


Attorney General Smyth Hears from 
Standard Oil Company. 

New York, August 28.—Attorney Gen- 
eral Smyth, of Nebraska, who is in the 
east for the purpose of taking  testi- 
mony regarding the operations of the 
Standard Oil Company of Indiana, opened 
the hearing tn New York today. Mr. 
Smyth began by calling as a witness 
George Rice, who at one time was in the 
oil business at Marietta, O., and has been 
fighting the Standard Oil Company for a 
number of years, claiming they forced 
him out of business. 

Mr. Rice, in his testimony, gave figures 
purporting to B® the cost of piping and 
refining the crude oil and the cost of car- 
rying it to Nebraska, and claimed that it 
could be sold at a profit for 4% cents a 
gallon in Nebraska by the carload. He 
said the present price of oil was 5% cents 
for export and 8% cents for wholesale 
dealers in the United States. 

A. J. Eddy, of Chicago, who was pres- 
ent at the hearing for the Standard Oil 
Company, asked Mr. Rice if it was not

force in the flowery kingiom. But it be- 
gins to appear that the battle of today is 
one of diplomacy rather than one of arms 
and notwithstanding the various rumors 
that have filtered out from Chinese 
sources of heavy engagements between 
the international forces and the boxers, 
the officials here are satisfied that no 
formidable organized resistance will be 
offered by the Chinese if the demands of 
the powers are limited to the principles 
laid down by the United 
several notes. 

Therefore, more interest attaches to a 
series of diplomatic calls upon Acting 
Secretary Adee this afternoon than any 
report of purely military operations in 
China. First came the Japanese minis- 
ter, next the Russian charge and finally 
Mr, Thiebaut, the French charge. These 
trained diplomats naturally are averse 
to letting the public know the develop- 
ments of incompleted negotiations. 

Nevertheless, it was gathered: that one 
of the principal topics of discussion was 
the propriety of accepting Li Hung Chang 
as a proper person with whom the pow- 
ers might negotiate for a settlement in 
China. It is quite evident from the con- 
ferences held this afternoon that this 
matter is still an open issue. 

Otherwise it would not have been neces- 
sary for the officials to enter into a la- 
borious comparison of the texts of the 
credentials supplied by Li Hung Chang 
to the various powers of Europe as well 
as Japan and the United States. Past 
experience with some of the Chinese de- 
crees has shown very radical differences 
in the translation, and as so much turns 
on the form of Earl Li’s credentials, it 's 
regarded as highly important that these 
shall be shown to agree in each case. 

Russia Is Agreeable, 
The statement is made that the Rus- 


‘sian government for one is willing to 


deal ‘with Li—of course upon properly 
framed conditions—and this appears to be 
borne out by the earnestness with which 
Mr. Woolant, the Russian charge, is try- 
ing to impress upon the state department 
the entire agreement between Russia and 


the United States as to China. At least, 
he insists that Russia was to prevent 
the dismemberment of China, and also 
that her animating purpose now is the 
restoration of order and the safeguard- 
ing of the future. 

Under these limitations, it is urged 
here that Russia’s objects can be achiev- 
ed as well as those of the United States 
by dealing with Li Hung Chang, who 
occupies the advantageous position of 
being the only Chinese personage so far 
officially accredited a peace plenipoten- 
tlary. 

Acting Sécretary Adee found sufficient 
matter of interest in these three calls to 
repair to the white house late in the 
afternoon to confer with the president. 
It is quite certain that our government 
is willing and anxious to do all it can to 
bring out a speedy settlement of the 
Chinese difficulty and a retirement of the 
forces. But it is determined that no proper 
advantage is to be’ lost through this 
wish, and the government will not be 
coerced by foreign combinations of threats 
or combination against our interests. One

changed two months later to advance a 
selfish interest.’’ 
United Action Wanted. 

Notwithstanding this firm attitude on 
the part of the government there is not 
the least doubt that friction between the 
powers will be averted and that thé re- 
sources of diplomacy will be fully equal 
to the needs of. the present case, thouga 
the powers are slow to announce their 
views as to the future policy to be pur- 
sued in China. The administration con- 
siders it of the greatest importance that 
in the negotiations for a settlement of 
the Chinese difficulty all the powers 
should act in unison and harmony ana 
its efforts are being directed to that end. 

Several replies have been received to 
the instructions sent to our ambassadors 
and ministers a few days ago asking them 
to sound the governments to which they 
are accredited on two propositions; first, 
the willingness of those governments to 
accept the sufficiency of Li Hung Chang’s 
credentials to treat with the powers for 
a settlement, and, second, to ascertain 
if possible what. the future policy of each 
power is to be... Regarding the inquiry 
the replies thus far have developed noth- 
ing. The powers appear to be watching 
each other without definite or fixed pur- 
pose as yet of their own. With regard 
to the first inquiry, England and Russia 
are agreed that JEHarl Li's”. creden- 
tials are sufficient. Germany, now, 
ever, takes a firm stand against 
the sufficiency of his credentials and is 
the only power as yet which has returned 
a flatfooted dissension. The attitude of 
the United States is that his credentials 
appear authentic, They were promulga- 
ted by what appeared to be a genuine im- 
perial edict duly transmitted through the 
Chinese minister, Mr. Wu, and the United 
States is willing to accept them at their 
face value, at least for the present. The 
administration, from the advices it has 
received, does not credit the rumors that 
Russia. Japan and Germany intend to de- 
clare war against China, and it is willing 
to accept all disclaimers of ulterior pur- 
poses on the part of the powers. Just 
what would be done in case some of the 
powers inaugurated war for the purpose 
of territorial aggrandizement is not 
known, and the‘administration is not dis- 
posed to cross that bridge until it reaches 
it. But a member of the cabinet statea 
today that if any of the European pow- 
ers entered upon such a programme iit 
probably would be reminded by the United 
States that it had agreed to the “open 
door’ policy which all the powers are 
placed upon an*®equal footing, and ‘that 
if territory were acquired under the agree- 
ment. we would be entitled to the samé 
privileges in the matter of trade, etc., 
as the conqueror. Publicity was given 
to the following cablegram at the war 


department yesterday: 
“Taku, ‘China, Adjutant Gen- 


eral, Washington: Have offered as- 
sistance to Baroness von Ketteler; 
will furnish transportation Tien Tsin 
few days; have offered transporta- 
tion to Nagasakialso. CHAFFEE.” 


Baroness von *Ketteler, the widow of 
the murdered German minister to China 
is an American, being a daughter of 
President Ledyard, of the Michigan Cen- 
tral railroad. whose home is at Detroit, 
Mich. 


DIARY TELLS STORY OF PEKIN. 


A Correct Report of Outrages in June 
Believed To Be Located. 

San Francisco, Cal.. August 28.—From 
the diary of a high Chinese official in 
Pekih. published in The North China 
Daily News, the following extracts are 
taken: 

“By the 4th of June the .boxer outlaws 
had begun-to tear up and destroy the 
railway between Pekin and Tien Tsin 
and from that day also began to enter 
the city walls of Pekin, crowding in at 
the rate of over 1,000 a day. At this time 
also these outlaws began the wholesale 
slaughter of Christians and burning of 
churches outside Pekin until none of the 
latter have been left standing. As many 
as could escape among the Christians 
then poured into the capital, taking refuge 
in the legations, 

“This state of affairs, I may say, e€x- 
isted in the capital during the first days 
of June. 

‘Thirteenth of June, 1900—About dusk, 
while in the University of Pekin, I saw 
four places on fire, whereupon I imme- 
diately returned: to my‘ house, subse- 
quently learning that all the churches and 
mission property inside the ‘Eastern 
City’ had been set on fire and entirely 
destroyed. 

“Tonight there was a huge commotion 
and rioting, mostly in the eastern and 
western thoroughfares, after which a 
great fusilade of rifle firing succeeded. 
This was due to those places being near 
the Austrian legation, the inmates of 
which, hearing a great commotion 
amongst the boxers in the great thorough- 
fares and seeing them approach close 
to the legation began to shoot them. The 
boxers returned the fire, the mutual 
fighting lasting til 11:30 p. m.

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smoke rising from buildings set on fire 
in the great street leading from the south 
gate of the palace was awful. So dense 
was the smoke that throughout the day 
there was a pall over the capital, mak- 
ing the sun a pale yellow. It seems that 
the boxers had set fire to the old estab- 
lished Lao Te Tung drug store and there 
being at the time a strong southwest wind 
blowing, the conflagration had destroyed 
several hundred shops. 

“Nineteenth of June—At noon today as 
the German minister and his interpreter 
were riding in sedan chairs to get to the 
tsung li yamen and had got just north 
of the single imperial arch, suddenly 
there was heard a shot in the sedan chair 
of the minister due to the revolver which 
he carried as personal protection, going 
off accidentally. 

The soldiers on guard at the Belgian 
legation, suspecting that the shot’ had 
been fired by our government troops, the 
foreign soldiers immedfately opened their 
gates and began firing on passers-by. 
The Belgian legation is just next the 
Tehsing Tang house. Thereupon our 
government troops returned the fire, Dur- 
ing the mutual fusilades those in the 
Sedan chair were hit. the German min- 
ister fatally. This *$.s the beginning of 
actual hostilities. The government, fee!l- 
ing that, under the circumstances, the 
matter had got beyond recall, according- 
ly decided for the first time to order out 
the Kansu corps to attack the various 
lagations. 

‘Twentieth of June—At' 4 p. m. today 
Kansu troops began firing on the Aus- 
trian legation from the prince’s palace. 
The firing lasted all night. 

“Twenty-first of June—At 1:30 p. m. the 
Austrian legation was captured by the 
Kansu troops and at' about 6 p. m: thev 
began setting fire to the buildings near- 
by. As night fell the buildings just east 
of the Austrian legation, namely, the 
Imperial Chinese bank and the dollar 
mine, got on fire. 

“Twenty-second of: June—As morning 
broke we could see that the conflagra- 
tion was spreading and burning more 
fiercely than ever. The soldiers belonging 
to Jung Lu’s own personal command 
came on the scene to restore order and 
preserve the peace, but instead of doing 
this, they actually joined the Kansu men 
in getting loot. Eventually it was found 
that Jung Lu’s own army was the great- 
est sinners in this respect. 

“Twenty-fourth of June—Commencing 
from today the sound of rifle firing hag 
never ceased, springing up on all sides, 
that in the direction of the bridge over 
the imperial canal. being the most se- 
vere, 

“Twenty-seventh of June—Today the 
British legation was taken and the for 
eign troops took refuge in‘a lane. The 
houses in Chia Ming street had by this 
time all been burned down to the ground, 
seareely any being left standing.”’ 

Here the diary ends. A letter from ar 
unnamed refugee, also published in The 
North China Daily News, confirms many 
of these statements. 


THE STRONG HAND AT AMOY. 


Japan Quickly Takes Charge of the 
Insurrection. 


Hong Kong, August 28.--General Goto, 
from the island of Formosa, Japanese ter- 
ritory, commands the Japanese forces oc- 
cupying Amoy. —- 

Large bodies of troops have been land- 
ed and Nordanfeldt guns have been 
mounted, commanding the city. Many 
Chinese are leaving. 

The British cruiser Isis sailed from here 
today under sealed orders. It is thought 
probable she is going to Amoy. Canton 
is quiet. The large merchants’ guilds are 
feeding the poor in order to prevent a 
disturbance.

In Texas cotton 
has generally improved in the southern por- 
ticn, but in some localities in the northern 
pertion it was injured by the hot winds.” 


COTTON CLOSED STEADY. 


August 20 Points, Other Months 2 
| to 7 Points Up. 

New York, August 28.—Despite the fact that 
the ultimate course of prices and net results 
favored the bulls, the developments of the 


day as a whole in the cotton market were Cis- 
appointing. The chief cause for complain was 
the government repcrt. This statement was 
surprising, and added greatly to the confusion 
of opinions extant here. The market opened 
steady as to tone with prices 2 points higher 
to | point lower, 1nd during the morning kept 
within narrow bounds, pencing the receipt of 
the government report. The noon bids were un- 
charged from the initial sales quotations, and 
the total scope of fluctuations was but 5§ 
points. The cables were regarded és in thor- 
ough keeping with our advence of late yester- 
day, and the crop and weather reports from 
private sources was encouraging on the aver- 
age. One o'clock found the shorts disposed 
to cover as a matter of precaution. When 
the bureau report was announced it failed in 
trany respects to agree with the information 
received by local cotton houses of beth beliefs. 
Opinions made up from the daily govern- 
ment reports of the past week were shattered 
by the weekly statement. Rumors that the 
south and weat and even several local houses 
were in possession of the report Lefore the 
exchange receivel it, were :ot calculated to 
help matters, After advancing 10 points on 
the statement, the market became inactive 
and irregular with longs inclined to unload. 
The commission talent were poorly supplied 
with business a1.d the south sent in few or- 
ders. The weather forecast was fairly good, 
southern spot markets were nerveléss and tel- 
esraphic crop testimony was bearish in the 
long run, though reporting serious conditions 
in the Carolinas and parts of the central belt. 
The market closed eteady with prices net 20 
po-rts hizher on August and to 7 points 
higher on other months.

WEEK OF EXCESSIVE HEAT 


As a Whole Has Been Very Favora- 
ble for Corn. 


Washington, August 28.—The weather bu- 
rei.u’s weekly summary of crop cozditions says 
in part: 

Ihe week ending August 27th is the fourth 
week of excessive heat in the districts east 
of the Ro2tky mountains, and while it was dry 
over the grater part of the southern states, 
rertions of New England, and the Ohio val- 
leys, there were in ihese districts procd rains 
over local areas and very general rains over 
the northern portions of the central valleys, 
southern half of the upper lake region and in 
the middle Atlaatic states. : 

‘lhe temperature conditions for the past week, 
as in the preceeding weck of August, have been 
highly favorable for the rapid devzlopment of 
ccrn. 

As a whole, the week has been very favor- 
able for corn over .he greater part of the prin- 
cipal corn states, more particularly the central 
and northeri districts, but over the northern 
pcrtions of the gulf and south Atlantic states 
i. was unfavorable. 

In western Kentucxy, the Carolinas and por- 
ticns of Virginia and Maryland, tobacco has 
suffered from drought, but in the two last 
nemed states rains of the past week have ma- 
terially improved its condition. in the other 
tclacco states the crop has maie ver; favorable 
progress. 

In the southern states the conditicns 
not been favorable for fall plowing.

We believe that the crop in the Atlantic states 
has sustained some damage from the drought, 
but we believe also that the danage has been 
greatly exaggerated. Such is usually the 
cese. The crop is admittedly late, but this 
does not necessarily mean a short yield. In 
fact, the history of cotton culture shows that 
a late crop, with a late fall. means a large 
yie':'d. The south this year is in a position 
firencially to market e crop gradually, and 
the receipts next month will perhaps fall con- 
siderably behind ‘he mpvement of last year, 
which was with one excepticn ithe largest for 
September on record. Stocks are light, the crop 
is far from made, ind the bears are by no 
means aggressive, but it should not be for- 
gotten that the demand for the actual cotton 
is very small.

MONDAY'S CLOSE REACHED 


Recovery Stopped There and Prices 
Dropped Again, 


TONE AT THE CLOSE WAS HEAVY 


The Iron and Steel Stocks Steady. 
Wide Movements in a Few In- 
dividual Stocks Were Un- 
explained by Any 
News, 


New York, August 28.—The accumulation of 
a short interest during the steady decline 
which had continued for rather more than a 
week offered an opportunity today for a turn 
by the bulls against the bear interest. The de- 
mand from shorts proved sufficient to check the 
declining tendency which was in evidence in 
the early dealings and to bring prices back to 
about last night’s level. There the recovery 
stopped and prices dropped again in the final 
dealings, making the clcre “heavy. The mar- 
ket continued exceedingly narrow and the vol- 
ume of business fell below yesterday’s 200,000 
share level. The bulls found material for their 
brief turn in the railroad: earnings reported 
for the day, in a reversal of the discouraging 
tenor of yesterday’s rumors regarding the su- 
gar trade and in the declaration of a semi- 
annual dividend of 2 per cent on the preferred 
stock of Chicago, Indianapolis and Louisville. 
The bulls made the most of the incident and 
put the preferred stock up 4% points and the 
common I%. There was continued pressure 
against Sugar in the opening trading, but the 
stock rallied 1% on a correction in the Eu- 
ropean sugar cables, showing a rise instead 
of a decline in the price of raw sugars. This 
was taken to show that American refiners were 
again in the market as purchasers of raw su- 
gar, and to indicate that the season of ac- 
tive business for refining would extend be- 
yond the usual time this year. Rumors were 
circulated that in consequence the dividend 
on Sugar would be increased, but the demand 
for Sugar certificates was satisfied with the 
covering of the short interest, and the stock 
closed with a gain of only 1%. The statement 
for July of the Atchison system was also made 
the most of by the bulls. Net earnings in- 
creased more than one-third over those for 
last year, notwithstanding a slight increase 
in operating expenses compared with a de- 
crease in operating expenses for several months 
past. The anthracite coalers showed some 
heaviness on fears of labor troubles. American 
Hoop preferred weakened sharply, but the iron 
and steed stocks generally were pretty steady 
on the favorable reports of the trade cutlook. 
Brooklyn Transit advanced on covernig, but 
eased off at the last. There were wide move- 
ments in a few individual stocks which were 
unexplained by any news. The money market 
continues to benefit by the redemption of the 
United States extended 2s and by some re- 
ceipts of gold from the Pacific coast. Rates 
wetfe not quotably changed. Discount rates 
hardened in London, while sterling exchange 
nevertheless continues easy, as was the case 
yesterday. This contradictory movement 
caused some puzzled conjecture in exchange 
circles.

INSULTING MEN 


How Mrs, W. H. Hall Protected 
Herself, 


WOUNDED MEN SEEN ON CAR 


COCAINE+> WHISKY | 


at Lakewood, Where Mrs. Hall 
Lives—A Physician Saw 
the Wounded Men on 
a Car. 


When four young white men walked up 
to the gate of Mrs. W. H. Hall's home at 
Lakewood yesterday morning and act2d 
in a manner which plainly indicated an 
intention to insult her the brave Nittle 
woman quietly secured a double-barrel 
gun from a room and emptled both loads 
into the crowd of hoodlums. 

Her aim wag steady and three of the 
four Men ran away bleeding from wounds 
which the loads of shot had made. 

Half an hour later four young men 
boarded a trolley car for the city and 
they were seen by several persons, one a 
physician, and it was noticed that three 
of them were wounded. one appearing to 
seriously injured in the face and 
throat. 

The shooting created but little excite- 
ment at the time, but when the news of 
the affair reached the city during the 
day the police endeavored to locate the 
four young men, but failed to do so up to 
a late hour last night. 

Every person who s*oke of the affair 
wanted to seg the miscreants who went 
to Mr. Hall’s residence arrested and 
severegy dealt with, and at the same time 
there were naught but words of the high- 
est commendation for the brave spirit dis- 
played by the plucky little woman, who, 
left alone in the morning, had courage to 
protect herself from such insults. 

Inguiries were made at the Grady hos- 
pital, but no wounded persons had been 
carried there during tls day. The young 
men must have gone to their homes, an 
the three who were shot doubtless manu- 
factured some story about how they got 
wounded, other than the‘’truth of the 
matter. 


Mr. Hall’s Country Home. 


William H. Hall, who is with the 
Mever Undertaking Company, owns 2 
country home at Lakewood.His house is 
upon the high hil) between the trotlev 
car terminus and the pavilion. It 1s 
somewhat away from the public road and 
is therefore only to ba seen from the hill. 

Mr. Hall comes to the city every morn- 
ing to attend to his business affairs and 
he leaves his wife at home alone. Mrs. 
Hall has never experienced any trouble 
before. With flowers she had beautified 
her gardens and the little cottage was a 
place for rest and quiet. Its peace was 
broken for the first time yesterday morn- 
ing, and it wil! doubtless be the last time 
that it is disturbed in a like manner. 

It was about 9 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing that the four men went to Mrs. Hall's 
home. She saw them at the front gate 
acting boisterously and in &@& manner 
otherwise insulting. There was no mis- 
taking the intent of the men, They prob- 
ably knew Mrs, Hall was alone. They 
showed no disposition to leave, but con- 
tinued their insulting conduct. 

Mr. Hall’s double-barre] shotgun was in 
his room, and it was loaded. She picked 
up the gun—she had learned how to 
handle one--and she stepped to the front 
door and deliberately emptied both pbar- 
rels squarely into the crowd. There was 
no shooting just to ‘“‘seare.’’ That might 
have proven a dangerous game, but Mrs. 
Hall, knowing that she had to protect 
herself, almed true. It was a good shot, 
for she hit three out of four. 

Wounded Men on a Car. 


The four men ran away and nothing 
more was heard of them until they 
boarded a trolley car about a half mile 
nearer the city than the lake. 

Among the passengers on the car was 
Dr. A. P. Ebbert, who had a short talk 
with the men, seeing they were wounded. 

Dr, Ebbert stated to a reporter of The 
Constitution yesterday that he noticed 
that three of the young men were 
wounded. 

“One of them,’ stated the doctor, ‘had 
what I considered a gerious and probably 
dangerous wound on the face and the 
neck. I asked him how he and his com- 
panions got wounded and he replied thut 
they fell down a hill and landed on a 
lot of rocks. The others were wounded 
in the thigh and face. They left the car 
at Ridge avenue and I remarked to the 
conductor that the wounds were not sucn 
as rocks would have made, and the con- 
ductor then told me about Mrs. Hall hav- 
ing shot at four young men. The men 
were all nicely dressed and were between 
twenty and twenty-five years of age. 

The police have a description of the 
young men and if possible they will. te 
caught. 

Mrs. Hall will doubtless be free from 
such molestation in the future as she 
was subjected to yesterday. 

“It’s a pity,” said a police officer when 
speaking of the affair last night, ‘“‘that 
all our southern women do not learn to 
use firearms. All of them ought to be 
able to protect themselves as Mrs. Hall 
did.”’

Deaf Mute Puzzled at Police Matinee. 

The police matineg yesterday afternoon 
resolved itself into a puzzle entertain- 
ment, and the recorder, the city attorney, 
three other lawyers, two reporters, the 
court clerk and pballiff, forty policemen

The witnesses were heard from. They 
all said that Williams had pushed the 
deaf mute out of a door, a very gentle 
push, however, and the deaf mute there- 
upon proceeded to kick Williams. It ap-
